REDLANDS, May 8.—President Mc- 


Klnley's welcome to California, ex- 
tended by Governor Gage and attested 
by thousands of Callfornians, was a 
model of cordiality and good taste.

la needed." said he, "would be for the 
larger plantation agents down here, who 
handle coffee, to instruct then- buying 
agents in San Francisco to buy their 
ajrouety supplies only of those firms who 
would be willing to handle Hawaiian 
coffee. Of course, there are many firms 
handling groceries that do not roast 
coffee, b'nt of those that do there are 
very tew who would not be willing to 
purchase Island coffee on this basis. 
•This fact I have myself proven by the 


readiness with which I was enabled to 
get rid of the coffee that I had for sale 
and by the talks that I had with the 
more prominent coffee merchants and 
brokers. 
"They have no fault to find with the 


product of the Hawaiian berry when 
properly selected and dried. Indeed, the 
opinion of the expert roasters Is that 
our product Is equal to that of Java. 
When I propounded the pertinent query 
'as to whether they had much trade with 
Java, the answer was 'Practically none.' 
I then asked If It was fair that Hawaii 
should do the buying and Java secure 
the trade in return for nothing at all? 
The answers I received enlightened me 
as to the wherefore of the present de- 
pression In coffee. 


"The Hawaiian berry has never been 


properly placed upon the market The 
grocers have never been approached up- 
on the reciprocity basis that I have sug- 


Island; there they will see what Is be- 
ing done with. coffee. % It, of course. Is 
four years before the plants will bear a1 
fair crop, and the best methods of dry- 
Ing are only discovered after experience; 
but it is an easy Industry to master, a 
healthful on« and a paying one. Ha- 
waiian coffee bushes will produce twice 
to three times as many berries to the 
acre as Porto Rico, and. properly han- 
dled, a market can always be found. 
Ten thousand bags of 100 pounds should 
readily be placed annually. 


"While in Ban Francisco anotuer mat- 


ter was brought before my notice. The 
common Chile pepper that grows so 
ranUly here, finds a ready market in the 
States. There is a duty of V& cents a 
pound on reppers and the market price 
ranges from 8 to 11 cents. About 10,000 
bags. 100 pounds to the bag, are annual- 
ly used of the dried pods in the manu- 
facture of Tabasco sauce, plcallllll, etc., 
and I think the matter might wen be 
worth the attention of .an enterprising 
local man There certainly should be no 
difficult} in getting a crop."

Prices Forty P«r C«nl Higher in 


San Francisco Than * 


They Were: 


SAN FRANCISCO. May 3.-K this Is 


a period of prosperity In San Francisco, 
and the evidences that -i Is are plentiful 
and convincing, it is also a time when 
everything costs a 'pretty penny. The 
increase In the cost of living is keeping 
pace with the general .improvement in 
trade conditions. It extends to small, as 
well as to more important items of ex- 
penditure, and has now got down to the 
cost of having one's shoes polished. 
Keepers of bootblack stands have decid- 
ed to form a union and to raise the price 
of a "shine" from five to ten cents. 


The bootblacks say that theirs is as 


much a skilled calling as the business of 
driving hacks and waiting in restaur- 
ants, and that they are as much entitled 
to fix prices as are a dozen other classes 
of labor. For a grievance they nave tbe 
fact that they are now required to pay 
a license o» (3 a quarter for blacking the 
boots of the populace in the stands 
which they maintain on tbe streets and 
In other public places about town. 
It 


seems a small sum to men in most lines 
of business, but when receipts are swell- 
ed by the slow measure of a nickel at 
a time it is felt by the artists of the box 
and brush to be quite a tax on their in- 
dustry. So there is every prospect that 
it will soon cost as much to get 
a 


"shine" on Saturday as on Sunday, on 
a working-day as ofe a holiday. They 
are going to keep pace with the upward 
irend of prices, and with them will be 
barbers who now charge ten cents for a 
shave. Petty soon, it is said,- there will 
>e no ten-cent barber shops in tbe city. 
The day of small things is coming.

"To be successful, all our coffee should 


be handled through one broker who 
would be wining to devote his entire ln- 
tefests to our -coffee, and I think that I 
have found this man. The badly selected 
coffee that has reached tire market has 
been largely the product of the small 
growers, mostly Portuguese, who have 
not the proper means of drying the ber- 
ry, and do not attempt to take the nec- 
essary care, of ten leaving the drying cof- 
fee exposed on the matting to the dews 
and rain, and then piling up th« berries 
In heaps until the sun come* out again, 
thus- getting them musty. It would De 
my idea for the larger planters to buy 
out the product of these smaller try In 
Uie cherry'' or while the berry is ripe 
but still uncrushed, then pulping and 
preparing the coffee for the market In 
their own drying-rooms. The picking 
over by band of the berries Is a most 1m- 
pOi$ant matter, only costing about one 
cent a pound to do, and bringing three 
or four cents extra for the selected crop.

In the matter of the protest, 47019b, 


of Alexander & Baldwin, against the 
decision of the collector of customs at 
Honolulu, Hawaii, as to the rate and 
amount of duties chargeable on certain 
metal sheathing upon the American 
bark Edward May. 
Opinion by Somerville. General Ap- 


praiser. 
The material facts in this case are 
as follows: "On April 20,1896, the own- 
er of the American^ bark .Edward May 
withdrew from bonded warehouse' at 
New York certain yellow sheathing 
metal, which was placed upon tbe bull 
of said vessel. Tbe merenandlae was 
accorded the privileges of section 7 of 
the tariff act of 1894, which reads, so 
far as applicable, as follows: 
Section 7—That all materials ot for- 


eign production which may be neces- 
sary for tbe construction of vessels 
built in tbe United 'States ror foreign 
account and ownership or for the pur- 
pose of being employed in tbe foreign 
trade including tbe trade between the 
Atlantic and Pacific ports of tbe Unit- 
ed States, and all such, materials nec- 
essary for tbe bitfldiTig of their ma- 
chinery, and all articles accessary for 
their outfit and equipment, after tbe 
passage of this Act, may be Imported 
in bond under such regulations as tbe 
Secretary of the Treasury may pre- 
scribe, and upon proof that such ma- 
terials have been used for such pur- 
poses no duties shall be paid thereon. 
But vessels receiving the benefit of this 
section shall not be allowed to engage 
in the coastwise trade of ,the United 
States more than two-months In any 
one year except upon tbe payment to 
the United States of tbe duties of 
which a rebate is herein allowed. 


Thereafter the vessel was engaged in 
the foreign trade for-more than four 
years. On June 21, 1900, being then In 
the port of Honolulu, Hawaii, she ex- 
changed her foreign master for coast- 
wise enrollment, clearing from Hono- 
lulu and continuing in tbe coasting 
trade for more than two months in tbe 
year 1900. During all this time tbe 
sheathing remained upon the bark's 
hull. On her return' to Honolulu tbe 
full duties of the yellow metal In ques- 
tion, amounting to 1284.20, were exact- 
ed by fbe collector at that port, under 
section 12 of tie act of 1897, wblck was 
then In force, said section 12 corres- 
ponding exactly to section 7 of thev act 
of 1894. The protest claims that the 
collector's action was unauthorised . 
In tbe case *in re Spreckels ft Bros. 


Co. (104 Fed./Rep., 879), reversing 
board decision in re Spreckels & Bros. 
Co. (G. A. 3694), tbe circuit court for 
the northern district of 
California 


found, upon the testimony of expert 
witnesses, that tbe life and efferftlve- 
ness of metal sheathing of this char- 
acter does not continue longer than 
from two and a half to three years. 
That evidence, as set forth In tbe opin- 
ion of the court, being applicable to 
the merchandise before us, is made 
part of the recqrB in /this case. It la 
strongly corroborated by the proofs 
which were filed with this protest. 


We find accordingly that, at tbe time 
the Edward May undertook her coast- 
wise voyage, the .yellow metal on her 
bull was worn out and unfit for fur- 
ther use than to be remanufactured. 
The Spreckels case cited, supra, 


which arose, under section 8 of the tar- 
iff act of 1890, of which sections 7 of 
the act of 1894. and 12 of tne present 
act were re-enactments in more liberal 
terms, Involved precisely the question 
now before the board. We quote the 
following remarks from tbe opmlon: 


It could hardly have been intended 
by Congress to permanently 
exclude 


from the coastwise trade for ten 
months in the year a vessel built in 
tbe United States because It had used 
In its construction or equipment, free 
of duty, some foreign materials, tbe 
use or life of which was of short dura- 
tion. The statute specifically provides 
that "upon proof that such materials

have been used for such purpose (con- 
struction or equipment) no duties shall 
be paid thereon." In what way ts this 
exemption qualified by tbe provision 
"that vessels receiving the benefit of 
this section shall not be allowed to 
engage In the coastwise trade of the 
United States for more than two 
months in any one year except upon 
payment of the duties?" Suppose an 
imported Manila or wire rope nas been 
completely used up on board of a ves- 
sel, must the duties be paid upon such 
an article, notwithstanding it* destruc- 
tion, to secure tbe privilege or engag- 
ing in tbe coastwise trade for more 
than two months In the year? Tbe re- 
quirement of duty on Imported mate- 
rial used tn tbe construction and equip- 
ment of a vessel appears to be a rea- 
oonabte regulation, if tbe'material con- 
tinue* to exist In a useful condition. 
Bat if It is worn oat, and Its llf* baa 
gone an a useful or serviceable arti- 
cle, the payment of tb* duties does not 
appear to be a reasonable requirement 
within tbe spirit and the purpose of 
the regulation. 


And further: 
I* there any warrant for tbe a»- 


rtimptlon that Congrea* Intended 
to 


Impone a dnty upon material after It 
bad been used and become practicalty 
wcrthlr**. simply as a penalty for its 
retention upon tbe rensel? The statute 
In (tl)ent -upon thl» point, and tb* tnfer- 
ettre to be drawn from tht* sl)*»e# It 
purely a matter of corwtroctlon, to be 
flrtprmtned by tb* general spirit and 
Inrmt of tbe rtafote.

work no injustice, it Is tbe duty of tbe 
courts to adopt tbe latter.

MO, and cases 
cited.) in accordance wit* these prin- 
ciples, tbe court wfll consider that tbe 
section In controversy applies only to 
material that Is useful for the purpose 
for which it is Intended to be used. 
It was Judged accordingly that 'a 
shipowner was entitled to tbe cancel- 
Ration of duties on yellow sheathing 
rmetal which had been In use more than 
four years, notwithstanding he had al- 
lowed it to Remain on the vessel and 
accepted the consequent lower rating, 
The merchandise seems also to be en- 
titled to exemption from duty under 
section 8 of the tariff act of 1894, which 
reads as follows: 
Section 8—That all articles of foreign 
'production needed for the repair of 
American vessels engaged in foreign 
trade, including the trade between tbe 
Atlantic and Pacific ports of tbe Unit- 
ed States, may be withdrawn from 
bonded warehouses free of duty, under 
such regulations as the Secretary of 
the Treasury may prescribe 


Following the authority cited, the 
protest is sustained and the collector's 
decision reversed, with instructions to 
rellquldate the entry accordingly. 


Oklahoma's Big Vote. 


The total vote at the Territorial elec- 
tion In Oklahoma last year was 73,000, 
In Arizona It was 16,000, in New Mexi- 
co 30,000 and In Hawaii 9,500, a total 
In these four Territories of 127,500. Ida- 
ho, which is a State in which there is 
equal suffrage for women as well as 
men, 
polled 15.000 fewer votes 
than 
Oklahoma. Wyoming, In which also 
woman suffrage prevails, polled 15,000 
votes fewer than New Mexico, and Ne- 
vada polled 6,000 votes fewer than Ari- 
xona. These three States bad collect- 
ively 88,000 votes. They have six Unit- 
ed States Senators; the four Territories 
have none.

The buildings and grounds 
are to be ready by October 1st Four of 
the most important buildings, the Cotton 
Palace, the Palace of Agriculture, Com- 
merce and Administration buildings -are 
already roofed, while promises of State 
buildings are coming in rapidly.

South, such as, tea, hemp and tobacco, 
prominence being given to exhibits front 
the West Indies in particular and from 
Mexico and the South and Central Amer-

EMMELUTH DAY 


IN THE HOUSE 


The sensation in the House yesterday 
morning was another resolution by Mr. 
Emmeluth. 
It reads as follows: 
Be It resolved by the House of Rep- 
resentatives, the Senate concurring, 
'That a committee to consist* ot nine 
members, six to be appointed by the 
speaker of the House, and three to be 
appointed by tbe president or the Sen- 
ate, be appointed, to proceed immedi- 
ately on appointment to quarantine 
Island and inspect the condition of 
persons 
tbere detained and report 
their findings to this Legislature. 
That until the committee do report, 
the Board of Health be directed to per- 
mit no persons of this Territory to 
depart from said Quarantine Island. 
That a copy of this resolution be Im- 
mediately forwarded to the president 
of the Board of Health, and that said 
committee be Instructed to report their 
findings to the Legislature not later 
than the tenth day of- this session. 
JOHN EMMELUTH. 


When the order of resolutions was 
announced by tbe speaker, and Mr. 
Emmeluth arose, '"as usual," and an- 
nounced another resolution, there was 
a bland smile all around the room, 
but as be spoke. It was evident he bad 
something different from tne common 
to offer this time. 
He began In a calm voice by saying 
that he was sorry to have to continue 
to Introduce resolutions, but tbat so 
long as the interests of tbe people de- 
manded it, "Barkis is willing." 
Tbe resolution was read by the clerk. 
Mr. Emmeluth .arose and moved its 
adoption, and to everybody's surprise, 
sat down. Mr. Kaniho promptly sec- 
onded the motion, whereupon Ernme- 
spoke to the adoption of the reso- 
lution. He said, in part: 
"I think it is proper tbat I should 
explain 
why I have introduced this 
resolution. The immigration of Porto 
Ricans has been going on ever since 
tbe erection of the Territory made it 
possible. Since then, and up to this 
morning, I have not knowingly ever 
seen a Porto Rlcan, though I have 
often trted^to do so. The connections 
between the steamers that brought 
them in and the steamers that took 
them to the\other Islands has been so 
close, however, that it has heretofore 
been Impossible. This morning as I 
was reading the Advertiser. I saw tbat 
the Colon had arrived with a load of 
these Porto Rlcans, and I went to tbe 
steamer to see them. I was too late, 
for they had all been taken off In mud 
scows to the quarantine 
Island. 
I 
saw the ship which, presufnably, had 
been cleaned up, and was In much bet- 
ter condition than during the voyage, 
and Its condition, even in Hs'lmproved 
state, was something frightful. I took 
a boat and went to the quarantine Isl- 
land, and arrived there just aa the 
last load was debarblpg from the scows 
and were making their way to the 
sheds. 
"The conditions prevailing on Kauai. 
where these people -have been taken 
before. Is well known. 
The whole 
strength of the-' government Is being 
used to prevent the spread of an epi- 
demic of smallpox brought by these 
people, and tbe moat stringent meas- 
ures are enforced on that account 
"As I stepped on tbe shore of the 
quarantine island. I saw a child of 
eight or nine years lying In the broil- 
ing sun, evidently afflicted with con- 
sumption, from Its emaciated 
condi- 
tion, and the way it* eyes started out 
Close by stood a man afflicted with 
lung trouble, who was too feeble to 
walk to the quarantine sheds. I cast, 
my eyes along the wharf, and saw 
there many sitting down exhausted— 
exhausted by reason of physical dis- 
ease and physical Inanition. 
"I spent the rest of my time trying 
to get permission from the quarantine 
authorities to let tbe entire Legisla- 
ture go over there and see the condl- 
Uong with their own eyes. I did not 
want them to take statements for the 
conditions, but I wanted them to see 
for Ihemselv^R. Bat the United State* 
quarantine authorities stated that the 
regulations would not permit of more 
than twelve to vfcHt the place 
and 
make an Inspection. The authorities 
arc not adverse to investigation, bnt 
they wish to minimise the chances of i 
•prradlng contagion. 
"The physical Condition of those peo- 
ple .warrants their being detained here 
two weak* before being shipped to the 
other Islands. *o that tier can be 
properly fefl before 
attempting 
the 
rough trip of a piusaffe through our 
channel* 
Two-lhtMJ* of the people 
ttwre are Tmab)* to travel.

X have a little 
heart In me yet" (Emmerath weepsj.

The question of labor In Hawaii is 


dealt with at some length to a report on 
the agricultural resources and capabili- 
ties of that Territory, recently Issued by 
the office of experiment stations of the 
Department of Agriculture 
century. It is said, the resources and-in- 
genuity of the planters of the islands 
have been taxed In devising the best 
means of procuring laborers suitable for 
their work. Special co£mlssioners have 
been dispatched to distant parts of the 
globe for the purpose of obtaining -the 
desired Immigration. 
Earnest efforts 


have -been made to the way 01 carefully 
prepared reports and extens.ve corre- 
spondence. Large sums of money have 
been expended for costly voyages to the 
hope of obtaining permanent additions to 
the population of the islands which 
would develop and maintain the growing 
agriculture. 
j 
The report continues: 
"From the first arrival of coolies, in 


1852; up to the present time there- has 
been no cessation to the arduous efforts 
to obtain an adequate supply of labor 
for the plantations. The Royal Hawaii- 
an Agricultural Society, established 
In 


1850, issued a circular stating that the 
introduction of coolie labor from China 
to supply the places of the rapidly de- 
creasing native population was a subject 
of great importance. In 1852 the first in- 
troduction of coolies was made and the 
experiment was satisfactory. They prov- 
ed able and willing laborers and quieted 
for a while all apprehension of future 
trouble in obtaining labor. Other car- 
goes were soon sent for and received. 


"But while the coolies were and are 


good workers it was soon discovered that 
laborers imported for plantations could 
not be relied upon as permanent settlers 
and home«eeker8, and were, therefore, 
from a State standpoint, very undesir- 
able Immigrants. The planters wanted 
laborers for profit; the King desired per- 
manent settlers for the benefit of the 
country. To bring to Immigrants re- 
quired funds, which the former alone 
could supply, but they were unwilling to 
burden themselves with the trouble .and 
expense of families. Hence tbe plans of 
the King failed. In 1869 a few South 
Sea Islanders were landed on Kauai to 
work on a plantation under contract 
They resembled HawaUans, were educat- 
ed, and had Christian names. It was 
hojted that this beginning would be the 
means, ultimately, of repopulating tbe 
islands and supplying the needed labor, 
but the hope was never realised. In 186! 
another cry for importation of labor• wai 
heard, but the inquiry was everywhere 
made: Whom and how? The Importa- 
tion of white men as laborers was inad- 
missible; ditto with negroes. The coollft 
was an undesirable dtisefi and as a la- 
borer of no great value. Private plant- 
ers would import only men. rejecting 
women and children. Laborers could not 
be obtained from Pacific islands; there- 
fore resort must again be had to China. 


BUREAU OP IMMIGRATION. 


These abuses gave birth to the coolie 
laws of the United States, and simulta- 
neously to Hawaii a bureau of immigra- 
tion was established, taking tbe business 
of Importing laborers from the hands o 
the planters and placing it under the 
charge of the kingdom. Tbe HawaUans 
claim that no such Iniquity as abovi 
mentioned ever disgraced the efforts of 
their planters to their work of import 
tog laborers. The 'coolie system.' as 
known elsewhere never existed oh 
th< 


islands; the law between employer and 
employe known as the "master and ser- 
vant law* was mild, equitable and com- 
pulsory for the specific fulfillment o 
contracts. 
"Efforts were made to secure imml 
grants from India, Japan and Malaysia, 
and the Dutch and English East India*. 
All proved abortive, after much discus- 
sion, diplomacy, and a large expenditure 
of time and money, except with Japan 


"A shipload of Japanese reached th 


Islands to 1889. 


CO-OPERATION TRIED. 


"A new and untried system of co-oj 


erative labor was Introduced on a small 
scale to 1870. Tfilrty white men from th 
States were carried over to labor on th 
plantations to receive as compensation 
one-half of the crop made.

NEW YORK, May 8.—A cable to the. 
World from London says: Alarming 
reports about Lord Salisbury's condi- 
tion are prevalent tonight A. J. Bal- 
four, the Government leader in the 
House of Commons and nephew of Sal- 
isbury, had a private audience with 
the King today, which Is understood to 
have been caused by the Prime Min- 
ister's failing health. There has been 
complete silence on the -subject for 
three weeks, the only indication that 
he was not recovering being afforded 
by the postponing of his return from 
Beanlien. He was to have been in 
London today, but he has not yet left 
his Riviera residence. An attack of in- 
fluenza before Easter left him extreme- 
ly enfeebled, and the news-from Beau- 
lien received in London today shows 
that his debility is obttnately, resisting 
all treatment and has now reached a 
grave point.

ARMY OFFICIALS 


ARE VERY MAD 


They Complain Bitterly of the 


Honolulu Board of 


Health. 


WASHINGTON, May '6.—Indignation 


prevails in army circles over the treat- 
ment of the transport Kilpatrick by 
the .Board of Health of Honolulu. 


So strong is the feeling created that 


if the friends of the officers and men 
on board the transport could have their 
way tbe local Board of Health of Hon- 
olulu would be abolished and a Federal 
quarantine would take its place. The 
Kilpatrick, which was bound from San 
Francisco with 840 regulars and forty 
women and children aboard, reported 
at Honolulu that she had two mild 
cases ot smallpox aboard. She was or- 
dered to lie outside the reef at the local 
Quarantine, which ,1s a hot. *>erth. In 
order to give the men a-> chance to 
breaths fresh air aad get^ jfcjtytle exer- 
cise' General ganger, Inspegfer-general, 
wbo/was senior officer aboard, asked 
permission for the troops to disembark 
and go into camp at an isolated point 
several miles from the eitjj He agreed 
to thoroughly fumigate the,clothes of 
the men and to keep them ,under strict 
guard, so as to prevent stragglers while 
on the journey, and to station a double 
cordon around the camp BO-as to pre- 
vent any of the men from .stealing Into 
tbe city. The Honolulu Board of Health 
was, however, Inexorable, and the 
ship's passengers were compelled to re- 
main aboard and swelter while the 
transport was taking on coal and sup- 
plies.

BOXING MAY BE 


LEGALIZED 


Chicago Wants to See More 


of the Manly 


Art 


CHICAGO, May S.—Boxing In Chi- 


cago Is now up to the City Council. 
Action is to be taken at the meeting of 
that body Monday night, when a reso- 
lution will he introduced rescinding the 
resolution which. Alderman Patterson 
had passed last December, a shjort time 
after the McOovern-Qans fiasco. The 
Patterson resolution recommended that 
the police department and Mayor re- 
fuse to sanction any more boxing and 
issue no more permits for the same. 


Mayor Harrison is rather non-com- 


mittal in regard to the question. He 
said that be would take no action In 
the matter one way or the other until 
the council had done something with 
the Patterson resolution. He adds: 
"I have been petitioned by several 


promoters, but cannot act until the rec- 
ords have been cleared. I am thorough- 
ly satisfied that if the game is allowed 
to go it win be conducted honestly, and 
if U is not there will be another and 
more thorough finish for it than there 
was before. It is my idea to place a 
strong limit on the bouts and sanction 
only those of high class and not permit 
any of the little backroom fights to 
proceed. That Is the best way to do 
away with the cheaper grade of fight- 
ers." 


The Mayor would pot say what he 


thought would be a good limit to be 
placed on the bouts, but it is general- 
ly understood by those close to him 
that he intends to allow but a couple 
of big shows a month, and that this 
will be the limit. 


Morgan Acduiriag Mot* Ziines. 
LONDON, Hay 7.—The shareholders 


of the Leyland line of steamships to- 
day unanimously confirmed the Mor- 
gan-EHerman agreement, by which the 
control of the line passes to- J. Pler- 
mont Morgan. Coincident with this 
action comes the report that Mr. Mor- 
gan practically has completed negoti- 
ations for the control of the Red Star 
line, as well as for that or the Atlantic 
Transport Steamship Company. 
Mr. Turrey, the managing director or 
the Atlantic Transport line, and the 
officials of the Red Star line here de- 
ny that Mr. Morgan has got control of 
their companies. While their state- 
ments are accepted as correct, they do 
not contradict'the report that the deals 
are practically arranged. 
-At the meeting of the Leyland line 
shareholders Mr. Mattison, who presid- 
ed, explained the terms of the contract. 
Mr. Ellerman, chairman of the line, 
.set forth his views on the trans-Atlan- 
tic trade He said the outlook was not 
promising for British shipowners, in 
view of the large American tonnage 
building, the prospects of the return to 
that trade of vessels now diverted to 
South Africa and the probability of an 
American subsidy. Mr. Morgan's rail- 
roads 
and manufacturing interests 
would enable him to make the pur- 
chase of the Leyland line profitable. 
Mr Mattison said the Americans 
were evidently in the trans-Atlantic 
trade to stay. Trade does not follow 
the Sag; it follows capital. The con- 
ditions favor their success.- The fact 
that this particular purchase has been 
possible has been a grave warning to 
Great Britain to revise the navigation 
laws, which threaten her supremacy
